Gubernatorial candidate James was a 
district attorney and lieutenant gov- 
ernor before election to the bench. 
He's red-haired, a vigorous campaign- 
er, and was an anthracite miner in his 
youth. James won a landslide primary 
victory over Gifford Pinchot, twice 
governor. 


Earle never was a candidate until he 


ran for the governorship four years 
ago. Born and reared in wealth, his 
diversions were polo and bustard hunt- 
ing when President Roosevelt started 
hi.s public career by naming him min- 
ister (o Austria in 1933. 


Earle's running mate Jones never 


before has been a candadte for an im- 
portant political office.

stein, auburn-haired mistress of Hot 
Springs prostitution houses, told fed- 
eral district court Thursday the story 
of her association with he oulaw Alvin 
Karpis in 1935-36, denying here was

Mrs. Goldstein, in her early 30's, de- 


scribed by her attorney as Karpis' 
common-law wife, testified in the de- 
fense of herself and three former Hot 
Springs police officers charged by the 
government with conspiring to shield 
the gangster from arrest while he was 
being hunted for the 1934 kidnaping of 
Edward Bremer, St. Paul, Minn. 


Mrs.' Goldstein told the jury that 


she lived with Karpis for five months 
before she knew his true identity, and

Meanwhile, Japan Faces 


Long Job in Really 
Conquering China 


By the Associated Ptess 


The United States' foreign policy, as- 


serted strongly in two separately de- 
clarations, Thursday brought world- 
wide repercussions. 


One was a sharp note to Japan de- 


manding that "unwarranted interfer- 
ence" with American rights hi China 
be stopped. 


The other was President Roosevelt's 


sptech Wednesday night against "peace 
by fear." 


A note to Tokyo, delivered October 


6, but disclosed by Washington only 
Thursday, bluntly called on Japan 
to observe the "open door" policy in 
China, and listed a long series of vio- 
lations • o.n American business 
and 


property rights. 


Three Demands 


The note made three specific de- 


mands: 


1. Discontinuance of discrominatory 


exchange control and other measures 
discriminatory against American in- 
terests' in Japanese-controlled areas 
of China. 


2. Discontinuance of any monopoly 


or any preference adverse to legiti- 
mate American trade and industry in 
those areas. 


3. Discontinuance of interference by 


Japanese authorities .in China, 'with 
jAmerican property, and other rights. 


The note was not published in Tokye; 


ond, desipte an explicit request for 
an early reply, a Japanese foreign of- 
fice spokesman, said no date had been 
set for responding. 


In China, the Japanese conquerors 


of Canton and Hankow pushed ahead 
'toward three new objectives: 


1. To scatter the Chinese troops re- 


treating from Hankow. 


2. To occupy the 685 miles of rail- 


road between the fallen provisional 
capital and Canton, captured South. 
China metropolis. 


3. To penetrate the areas between the 


spoke-like columns stretching inland 
into central China. 


Roosevelt Hits Persecu- 


tion of Jews, and War- 


like Threats 


WASHINGTON — (IP) — President 


Roosevelt, in a virtually unprecedent- 
ed condemnation of nations which sup- 
Dress liberty, persecute Jews, and use 
threats of war to attain national ends, 
issued a warning Wednesday night that 
the United States would protect the 
Western Hemisphere from interference 
from abroad. 


Speaking by radio from the oval 


room of the White House in connec- 
tion with the New York Herald Tri- 
bune's forum on current afafire, Mr. 
Roosevelt added: 


"And we affirm our faith that, what- 


ever choice of way of life a people 
makes, that choice must not threaten 
the world with the disaster of war. 


"The impact of such a disaster can- 


not be confined. It releases a flood- 
tide of evil emotions fatal to civilized 
living. That statement applies not to 
the Western hemisphere aline but to 
the whole of Europe and Asia and 
Africa and the islands of the seas." 


He declared that until foreign na- 


tions give the United States something 
inpre than mere verbal assurances 
that they desire disarmament—until 
disarmament discussions are actually 
started—this country must arm "to 
meet, with success any application of 
Cca-ce against us."

trial to four. 


The action came late in the after- 


noon after the government had rested 
its case. Judge Trimble overruled mo- 
tions for directed verdicts for the other 
four 
defendants—Herbert 
(Dutch) 


Akers, former Hot Springs chief of 
detectives; Joseph Wakelin, former po- 
lice chief; Cecil Brock, former police 
lieutenant, and Mrs. Grace Goldstein, 
Karpis' common law wife. 


Sam Robinson, lawyer for Stover, 


and W. Henry Donham, lawyer for 
Mrs. Dyer and Loftis, moved success- 
fully for release of their clients on the 
grounds that testimony presented by 
the government during the eight days 
of the trial had failed to establish that 
the three knew that Karpis was a 
fugitive wanted by the federal gov- 
ernment and had failed to show any 
conspiracy on their part to protect 
Karpis. 


In the case of Mrs. Dyer and Loftis, 


Judge Trimble remarked during a 
two-hour session in chambers while 
lawyers argued the motions for direct- 
ed verdicts, that the government had 
introduced statements obtained from 


i hem which would be binding against 
them but it had failed to present 
direct testimony in corroboration. He 
said that previous rulings by higher 
courts held that no convictions could, 
be obtained unless such admissions! 
were supplemented by corroborative 
testimony. 


On announcement of the rulings

Dyer, Loftis and Stover smiled 


broadly while fritnds rushed to ex- 
tend congratulations. They retired im- 
mediately from the courtroom and

Conquest Just Started 


SHANGHAI, China-(/P)-With the 


capture of Hankow and Canton now 
completed the Japanese conquest of 
China's great industrial and commer- 
cialcenters, the Japanese still face 
years of struggle If they are to pacify 
China completely. 


Japanese advices said formal entry 


into the Wuhan cities—Hankow, Wu- 
chang and Hanyang—was scheduled 
for November 3, birthday of the late 
Japanese Emperor Meiji, grandfather 
of Emperor Hirohito. 


With the occupation of Hankow the 


Japanese have taken over most of the 
major lines of communication and the 
richest cities and towns through 13 
provinces of about 575,000 square miles 
and with a population of about 200,- 
000,000 or nearly half the population 
of China. 


Foreign observers emphasized that 


the Japanese penetration has been on- 
ly along major railways, highways, 
rivers linking the principal 
cities, 


leaving vast interior areas still unoc- 
cupied and unconquered. Along these 
pathways of conquest the zone of Jap- 
anese authority has bee nestimated as 
tonly 30 miles wide.

Forty Years of Radium 
For Humanity 
pIERRE CURIE returned to tins 
A university where he had la- 
bored as a student, the Soi-bonne 
of Paris, to begin his first pro- 
fessorship in physics, and almost 
at once he launched extensive re- 
search in electricity, the mag- 
netic properties of bodies lit differ- 
ent temperatures, und similar sub- 
jects. 


His work led Him to the ac- 


quaintance of Mario Sklodowsfcn 
of Warsaw. She had received her 
early training under her eminent 
father, but had become involved 
in the students' revolutionary or- 
ganization und found it advisable 
to leave her native country 
So 


she had taken n scientific degree 
in Paris. 
In 1895 she married 


Pierre Curie. 


Very shortly the couple at- 


tracted attention to their work in 
radio-activity. 
In 
1H90 
Henri 


Becquerel discovered the radio- 
active properties of uranium, fur- 
ther stimulating their research. 
Feverishly then they plunged into 
new experiments, and in Novem- 
ber, 
1898, the Curies obtained, 


polonium and radium from ipitch- 
blcnd which they had subjected to 
n "very laborious process of frac- 
tionntion." 
In subsequent years 


they did much to make use of the 
great property of radium and to 
place it at the disposal of a wait- 
ing humanity. 


For this great work the Curies 


were honored repeatedly. In 1900 
F;\>fussor Curie was run down by 
a dray and killed in Paris. Mme. 
Curie then succeeded him as pro- 
fessor at the Paris university, went 
on to win more distinction.

epidemics which in the past have de- 
stroyed more soldiers than were kill- 
ed by gunpowder and shells. 


In ancient wars great plagues of 


cholera and bubonic plague would de- 
stroy whole armies of men. In the 
middle ages syphilis used to sweep 
through great armies and incapacitate 
thousands. In our Civil War typhoid 
killed more men thart'were lost in bat- 
tle. In the Spanish American war 
typhoid and yellow fever destroyed 
many. Even in the World War men- 
ingitis, pneumonia, and at last the de- 
vastating influenza, took a terrific toll 
of lives. 


When the wars end, it is the medical 


profession which repairs the ravages 
by restoring the physically disabled 
and conferring upon the veteran the 
opportunity to live again. 


Now comes the question of what can 


be done for those who have lost their 
sight or their hearing. 
Particularly 


serious nowadays are the mentally 
shocked cases who find themselves 


haunted by their terrors. And long 
after the wars have passed, the vet- 
erans who develop tuberculosis, can- 
cer, and chronic diseases resulting 
from long sustained injuries demand 
medical care. 


During any great war the organiza- 


tion of' the meclcal profession for ser- 
vice is a first necessary step. 


In the last great war the American 


medical profession 
had 
more than 


forty thousand physicians associated 
with troops, serving on draft boards, 
manning base hospitals, and taking 
care of the veterans. 


In Great Britain the doctors have 


already indicated whether or not they 
can serve, and the particular work of 
which each is capable.

What's more, four of these natives 


have done the unprecedented thing 
of retaining their American names 
In a business—or an art, if you will— 
where "ovna" or "sky" on the mon- 
icker is to the dancer what a racque 
is to Don Budge, this is, speaking eon 
servatively, unheard of.

love nothing better than publicity, un- 
less it's ice cream. 


Speaking of premiere ballerinas, it

BUDAPEST, Hungary.-(/P)—Czccho. 


sovakia Wednesday night 
accepted 


Hungary's proposa that Italy and Ger- 
many abritrate their territorial dis- 
pute, and it appeared probable the 
two totalitarian states would finally 
decid the new Czechoslovak-Hungar- 
ian border.

tration by Germany and Italy was 
contained in Czechoslovakia's latest 
proposals, received Wednesday night. 
Among the still existing differences 
was Czechoslovakia's insistence that 
occupation of the pure Hungarian 
areas wait until Germany and Italy 
and possibly other arbitrators decide 
on the occupation procedure. The 
spokesman described this as "unac- 
ceptable" by Hungary.
